Ford and Thomas A. Edison left for 
Detroit at 11 o'clock this afternoon 
after having spent two days in the in- 
spection of the Muscle Shoals prop- 
erties. 


The purposes of the trip, which was 


taken at the suggestion of the secre- 
tary of war was to enable Mr. Edison 
to give an opinion as to whether the 
government should accept Mr. Ford's 
offer. 


Edison said he was emphatically in 


favor of passing the property to Mr. 
Ford for what he said he would give. 


Mr. Ford will not immediately report 


to the war department the opinion of 
Mr. Edison and himself. He intends to 
let a little time elapse. 
,Mr. Ford's currency idea is a plan to 
enable the government to complete the 
project 
without 
appropriating 
any 


money or issuing any bonds. 


"What is the chief objection to my 


plan, as it stands?" he asked. 
"The 


objection is that the government would 
have to sell bonds to get the neces- 
sary money which government engi- 
neers estimate at 545,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000 tho I am sure I could do the 
-work for much less. 


"Suppose the work qould he done 


for $30,000,000. If thirty year bonds 
•were sold at four percent, the govern- 
ment would have to pay a total sum o5 
$66,000,000,, of which $36,000,00 would

OLD JIM BAKER'S DUEL WITH A 


FRENCHMAN 


Next to Uncle Bill Hamilton's duel 


with the Englishman, the strangest 
one In frontier history was that which 
Old Jim Baker, friend of Kit Carson, 
Jim Brldger and Uncle Dick Wootton, 
fought with a Frenchman In the early 
days of Wyoming. Baker had estab- 
lished a trading store where the Ore- 
gon trail crossed the Green river. He 
was doing a good business with the 
emigrants passing over the trail until 
a Frenchman opened up a rival store 
nearby. 
A quarrel between the two 


men soon resulted. 


The quarrel ended in a challenge. 


Koth men ran to their cabins, seized 
5'istols and from the doors of their 
cabins, which were only about 100 
yards apart, they begun tiring *t each 
other, 
ye'ither was hurt at the first 


shot, for both the Frenchman and Old 
Jim had been drinking heavily and 
their aim was unsteady. 


Then the duelists retired to their 


rooms, loaded their guns again and, 
taking another drink to keep up their 
courage, they opened fire once more. 
The bullets flew wild. 
For several 


hours the duel continued, each man 
becoming more unsteady all the time. 
At last, finding themselves unable to 
hit each other, they gave it up In 
dlsgu&t, and the oddest duel Jn his- 
tory ended. 


Baker was born In Illinois in 1S08, 


and went west with 
a 
fur-trading 


party about 1823. 


Old Jim was a mighty hunter. At 


one time he was attacked by two full- 
grown grizzly bears. 
The old scout 


was armed only with his long hunting 
knife, but after a terrific struggle. In 
which he was almost torn to pieces, 
he killed both bears, 


In 1837 Baker was a ffulde and 


scout for Gen. Albert Sidney Johns- 
ton on hi" expedition against the Mor- 
mons in Utah, Returning from thnt 
trip, he wandered back to Colorado 
and became one of the first settlers 
of Denver. Later In life Old Jim drift- 
ed to northern Colorado. 
On the 


banks of the Uttle Snake rlrer he 
built • block house, which became a 
rendezvous for all of his old trapping 
companions and a place of refuge 
when the Indians went on tb« war- 
path. 


Baker died in 1808 after a life that 


had been filled with more adventure 
than that of any other roan of his 
time, excepting
